DEPEW ON THE STAND, 


He Tells What He ensure About the Inter- 
state Law 

NEW York, May 7.—Chauncey M. Depew 

was before the senate committee on interstate 


commerce today, and told the committee what 
ght ofthe workings of the law. Mr. 
Depew said thatthe tendency of the inter- 
State commerce law was the carry- 
ing irade to the large roads. The smaller 
roads could make no money. Aljl the reads 
were obliged to publish their rates, and as 
they were not allowed to give rebates, the 
iarger roads were the only ones that could 
compete for the trade. 

By Senator Cullom—Have you favored the 
extension of the graud trunk lines in the 
Lnited States? 

Mr. Depew—I have not. The United States 
roads are practically at the mercy of the Cana- 
dian roads as to local traflic. They can fix the 
rates from Chicago, and then recoup any re 
ductions by extra charges on goods passing 
over tlie Canadian portion of the Ine. It is | 
entirely a matter of discretion with the Cana- 
dian roads how much they shall charge. 

Mr. Cullom—lIs it trve that the Canadian 
— make up their losses from their Ameri- 

‘an trade’? 

Mr. De} pew—So Tunderstand. But I think 
that the grand trunk management is try ing to 
+f honest in its dealin; gs with the people of the 

nited States. But it seems to me thatitisa 
rin law which tries to regulate American 
roads, and allows an alien road that does 
nothing for the support of the government to 
come in and cut rates. Since the passage 
of the interstate commerce law, the condition 
of the roads has been improved, but the im- 
proveinent would have been greater had a 
poo! been allowed. The tendency of all the 
rounds is to lower the rates, “>> no pooling can 
prevent it. Depew said, further, that in his’ 
Opinion foreign roads, whether Canadian 
or Mexican, shouid be obliged 
conform to the laws ol the 
United States. The effect of interstate 
commerce has been beneficial to the public at 
tlhe expense of the roads. it has also stopped 
indiscriminate building of unnecessary roads 
by capitalists looking for investment. Road 
beds are bette r, Carsare better, and service is 
better throughout the country than afew years 
ago. At present even the caitle and meat 
trains make better time than the express trains 
of twenty vears ago. 

By Senator Culiom—Do you favor the abo- 
lition of Canadian roads in the United States? 

A—That is not necessary. Make them cun- 
form to the same laws as American roads. At 
present the Canadian roads are notin favor of 
lower rates, but notwit lasts nding all its advan- 
tages, however, Depew’s opinion isthat the 
interstate commerce law will never be a suc- 
cess until pooling, under some other name, is 
legalized, and American roads are allowed to 
inake rebates.

WHICH SWEIT OVER A KANSAS 
COUNTY, 


IN WHICH MANY LIVES WERE LOST. 


The Wind Uproots Trees. Blows Over Houses 
and Carries Everything in its Track— 
The List of Victims, 

Hercurson, hina as, “May 7—[S8 pecial.}— 
The wind storm, which has been raging over 
Kansas forthe pastthree days and nights, 
culminated ina destructive cyclone in the 
eastern part of Stafford county last 
night. The district visited | was 
but sparsely settied. Had it been 
otherwise the loss of life and property would 
have been something terrible. As it is there 
is starcely a vestige of farm improvements re- 
maining. Houses and barns were demolished, 
trees torn up by their roots, and in many places 
the growing crops literally blown out of the 
ground. Last Saturday the wind began 

BLOWING A GALE 
from the south. This continued to increase in 
veloctity through Sunday and Sunday night, 
and by Monday it had become a perfect hurri- 
cane. The air was filled with dust and sand, 
whigh at times would obscure the sky. Late 
in thé afternoon yesterday the sky became 
thick with black clouds, and the 
deep-toned thunder and frightful 
flashes of lightning indicated the appearance 
of some kind ofa storm of unusual severity. 
At times the wind would lull as if to gain 
strength, and then break forth with renewed 
fury. It was after one of these momentary 
cessations that the funnel shaped cloud came 
DIPPING ITS REMORSELESS TAIL 
to the earth and obliterating whatever obstruc- 
tions lay in its pathway. On it came like a 
cavalry charge, drowning in roar the claps of 
thunder, and blinding by its darkness the 
forked fiashes of the lightning. Men and 
women who witnessed the on coming tornado 
were paralyzed by its awlul terror, while 
horses and catile piteously neighed and lowed 
as they seemed to fully realize their impending 
doom. This was in the gathering shades of 
night, but the moon shone through the rifts in 
the clouds and added a weird scene to the ap- 
proach ofthe cyclone. Z

A WAGON TO WHICH SHE CLUNG 

It carried her 100 yards further. Thespokes 
in the wheels were either blown out or 
knocked out by the ilying timber. Mrs. Lowe 
was clinging to the tongue of the wagon. She 
is so injured that the physician say there is no 
hope of her »ecovery. The Eureka school 
house next fell a prey to the greed 
of the windy monster.

John Wilhite’s nursery 
shared the common fate of all else in the tor- 
nado’s path. His fine hothouse was com- 
pletely ruined, Frank McCoy’s house, had it 
been an eggshell, could not have fared worse 
thanitdid. The storm seemed to 

GAIN FORCE AS IT PROGRESSED 

and when it struck John Bartlett’s house, 
which is about three miles southeast of Staf- 
ford, it took it away like a feather before a 
vale. His wife was blown one hundred yards 
and struck by a@ hay rake which broke her 
shoulder blade. She lost oneeye, her nose 
broken and _ sustained internal inju- 
ries from Which recovery seems 
impossible. Bartlett’s son was thrown 
thirty feet landing on a 
harv esting machine. This, together with the 
boy, was blown a quarter of a mile. The little 
fellow clung tothe machine. Though consid- 
erably bruised, his injuries are not considered 
alarming. He says that for most of the way 
the harvester was carried by the wind clear olf 
the ground. Three other children of this 
family were blown 100 feet into a pile of corn- 
stalks, and with the exception of a few bruises 
and scratches, made a very miraculous escape. 
William McVey, a farm hand, was stack 
by flying timbers and will die. The 
Bartlett schoolhouse is_ distributed all 
over the district, but not in a shape 
to be used for other than kindling purposes. 

Joseph Ferris and family have lost. their 
home. Mr. Ferris is injured about the head, 
and is bleedingatthe ears. He can hardly 
recover. One ‘daught er is still unconscious.

injuries are the sufferings of exposure in the 
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night air, for in most cases there was no one 
to come to their aid. 
ALL NIGHT LONG, 

Many of these unfortunate people lay out of 
doors, uncertain how soon death would come 
or whether morning would return to them 
those dearest ou earth. The terrors of the 
occasion were increased by a heavy rain and 
hailstorm, which passed over the section after 
the cy clone. 

Reports from other towns throughout the 
southwest part of the state indicate heavy 
winds for three days past, but nothing in the 
nature of such a tornado as visited Staffora 
county. 
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ARE ELEVATORS DANGEROUS? 
A Party in Providence Makes a Test With 
Bad Results. 

‘Prov: IDENCE, R. I., May 7.—A large crowd 
assembled in the new Schwartz building today 
to witness the testof a passenger elevator 
built by L. S. Graves & Son, of Rochester. 
The superintendent of construction, A. C. 
Cornell, was tocut the elevator loose and let 
it fall the. whole five stories, a distance of 
sixty-five feet, the air-tight brick vault at the 
bottom to show the entire safety of such a fall. 
A basket of eggs and a glassof water were to 
go down, too. Mr. Cornell, with Mr 
Jones, manager, and the eggs and water, were 
accompanied by Jacob Rosenfeld, a reporter 
for the Telegram. The elevator went down 
with awful velocity. When the elevator door 
was opened the three men were found lyiug on 
the bottom of the car insensible, with their 
heads badly cut. Their injuries may prove 
fatal, as all suffered a severe spinal shock, the 
seriousness of whichis not determined. Mr. 
Jopes was most severely hurt and will proba- 
bly die. The reporter seems to have sutlered. 
the least. 

M. C. Jones, New England agent for the el- 
evator firm of L.S. Graves & Cu., of Rochester, 
belonged in Boston, where he had a wife. He 
died at Rhode Island hospital at four o’clock 
of a broken back. He wasa very large man, 
— the shock of the recoil told heavily upon 
1im. 

A. C. Cornell, superintendent of construc- 
tion, was also from Boston. He lies at Rhode 
Island hospital in a comfortable condition and 
will probably survive. 

R. Rosenfeld, the reporter, who fell with the 
car, was the lightest of the three men and was 
not myaaee internally, 

He has pains in his back and hemorrages 
about the head. Both his eyes are. blacked 
and his head is badly cut. He his able to use 
all bis limbs, however, and there is no fear 
that paralysis will intervene. 

James Beatton, thelper, also from Boston, 
was the man who saweda part of the hemp 
cable. He wanted to make the descent in the 
car, but was ordered to descend on the cable 
after the car and fasten itio the car again. 
This he did, in company with a plumber, and 
it was not until he could restore jthe 
hoisting# line that the suffers could be 
reached. 


A Cyclonein Dakota. 

Cuicaco, May 7.—A dispatch from Fargo, 
Dak., says that a cye lone swept across that 
City yesterday, doing considerable damage in 
the w: y of unroofing buildings and demoraliz- 
ing tele graph and telephone and electric wires. 
The upper Story of the Silverson block was 
badly damaged, the debris from which fills the 
street in front; an electric light tow er lies across 
the railroad track, and numerous dw ellings are 
unroofed. Thestorm moved from south to 
north, and was preceded by a blinding sand 
storm and the usual roaring 4 sounds. 
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Burning of a RKesidence—Soveral Persons 
Perish in the Flames. 

Westc HEATER, N. Y.,- May 7.—The 
dwellinghouse of Watson Bownes was de- 
stroyed by fire about half-past one o’clock this 
morning, and five persons were burned to 
death. The houseloid consisted of Watson 
Bownes, his wife, his mother, Mrs. T. B. 
Sownes, and two children and servants. Just 
how the fire started is not known, but it is 
supposed that a lamp which was left burning 
in the hall exploded and started the flames. 
When Mr. Bownes was awakened by the 
crackling of the fiames the fire had already 
gained great headway, and the house was 
filled with smoke. Bownes immediately gave 
an alarm, and then started to carry his wife 
into the open air. ln doing this he was se- 
verely burned about the feet and body, and 
Mrs. Bownes was also burned about the head, 
neck and shoulders. While he was reviving 
his wife he could plainly hear the cries of 
agony from his mother and his two children, 
who were sleeping with their grandmother, 
but he was unable to save them, and they 
perished. The two children were aged three 
and five, Kate Dunn, a servant, and her sis- 
ter, Annie, Who came to visit her last night, 
also pe wished. 

The New York Empire Engine company 
whose building is directly across the street 
from the scene Of tha fire, turned out and, as- 
sisted by the villagers, tried to extinguish the 
fire, but their old-fashioned machine was of 
little use and the building was burned to the 
ground, A desperate effort was made by the 
firemen and villagers to rescue the inmates, 
but Mrs. Bownes, senior, and two children 
were dead before they could be got out. 
The little ones were in their grandmother's 
arms. The Dunn girls were also dead when 
taken from the building. Mr. Bownes is a Free 
Mason and is being ared for by the fraternity. 
It is feared that his wife’s injuries will result 
fatally. 


THEIR HOMES 
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BURNED. 


The Town of Beaver Dam, Ohio, in Ashes— 
Narrow Escapes. 

FinpnAy, Ohio, May 7.—At midnight last 
night a fire broke out in a meat shop in Beaver 
Dam, a small viilage twenty miles west of this 
city, and before the flames could be subdued, 
almost the entire business portion of the town 
was reduced to ashe The late hour found 
the inhabitants all in bed, and the scene fol- 
lowing the discov ery of the tire was indescrib- 
able. Women and children, wlfo had only 
time to escape in their night clothes, and for 
whom no shelter could be found, presented a 
pitiable sight. Lima, nine miles west, wes 
called on for assistance, and a portion of the 
fire department immediately respond led by a 
special train on the Lake Erie and Western

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THE U NKNOWN VICTIMS. 


The Eleven Unidentified Victims of the Ham- 
ilton Accident. 

Hamitton, Ont., May 7.—The funeral of 
the eleven unidentified victims of the recent 
railway disaster near this city, took place this 
afternoon. Flags floate xd at half mast all 
over the city and many places of business and 
all feller and civic offices were closed. 
The bedies of the adults were encased 
in black caskets. and those 
of the two children were placed in white 
Many beautiful floral designs were 
contributed. Eleven hearses were used. The 
pali-bearers, of whom there were two sets, 
were compo sed of heads of the Grand Trunk 
department and members of the city council. 
Hundreds of p eople attended the funeral and 
thousands witnessed the procession. One large 
gave % was inade the receptacle of the eleven 
caske , vut i t ha *y were so arTan ged that six 
inches S "a earth was placed between each 
t asket.

Cross-Examined, but Nothing Gained by I 
for the Prosecution. 

Lonpown, May 7.—The Parnell commission 
resumed its sittings to correct that part of his 
evidence given on Friday in relation to the 
statement made by him in the house of com- 
mons concerning the non-existence of secret 
socicties in Ireland. 

Upon referring to Hansard’s reports of the 
proceedings of the house of commons, be 
found that his remarks, which had been 
quoted by Attorney Gencral Webster, referred 
particularly to ribbonism, and not to secret 
conspiracies generally. His remarks, there- 
fore, were a fairly accurate statement of facts, 
as ribbon!ism at that time practically did not 
exist in Ireland. 

The cioss-examination of the witness was 
then resumed.

At Williamson, where the At- 
lanta and Florida crosses the Georgia Mid- 
land, the party decided to go over that line to 
Columbus. The trip was made in good time, 
and the party was shown the city by Colonel 
Gunby Jordan and others. They expressed 
themselves as very much pleased with the 
Midland, and surprised at the rapid progress 
Columbus has aud is now making. 
“THE OBJECT OF OUR TRIP,” 
said Mr. Sully, on the return from Columbus, 
‘‘is to examine into the condition of the vari- 
ous independent lines in Georgia, with a view 
to consolidating them under one management, 
building connecting links and a new and 
direct line to the sea. I think Savannah will 
be the point we shall build to. Our object is 
to extend the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus to Atlanta; take the Atlanta ‘and 
Florida and build into Macon; thence over the 
old proposed route of the Savannah, Dublin and 
Western toSavannah. This route will shorten 
the distance materially. ‘Then we shall counect 
with the Columbus via the Georgia Midland, 
and to Albany from Columbus. Then with 
others by the Covington and Macon. We also 
want Colonel Hawkins's road, the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery, to unite with us, 
and connect with our line to Savannah at 
some pvint northeast of Abbeville. This will 
be to the advantage of Colone] Hawkins, and 
by this means we shall be able to build a great 
and independent syndicate in Georgia. Our 
object,”’ he continued, ‘‘is to 
UNITE WITH THE PEOPLE OF GEORGIA 

in this movement to work in connection with 
them, and to have a system of roads that will 
pay fair dividend onthe amount invested. We 
do not go into this for specniative purposes, 
but shall operate the lines in the interest of 
the people and the country, provided we form- 
ulate the plans we have about agreed upon.” 

All three of the gentlemen are highly 
pleased with what they have seen and from 
here they go to Griffin, and thence to Carroll- 
tonand Rome. The party ’

this evening, and supped at the Warm Springs 
hotel. A few of them also enjoyed the delight- 
ful warm baths, and it is probably from this 
evening’s experience here, a company will be 
formed to develop this resort into grand pro- 
portions.

| TRACING A FUGITIVE, 


WHO DRIVES TAHAROUGH SEVERAL 
COUNTIES, 


And is Finally Run Down by the Officera—A 
Desperate Fight in Which Heis Wounded 
—General News of the City. 


Macon, Ga., May 7.——{Special.}]—B. 
Adams, of Brunswick, alias James L. Brown, 
of Columbus, farnishes THe Constitution a 
sensational item. The bearer of the two 
names is a young man about twenty-five years 
old, of good figure and handsome face. He 
claims to have stayed with Mr. Bazemore, of 
Jones county, on last Saturday night, and 
came to Macon and registered atthe Brown 
house on Sunday night as ‘‘B. Adams, Bruns- 
wick, Ga.”’ He had all the 
appearance of a gentleman, was well 
dressed, and had pleasant manners. He was 
assigned to room 41. He ate supper, spent the 
night, ate breakfast Monday morning, put the 
key of his room in his pocket and left the hotel 
without paying his board, and has not been 
back since. 

On yesterday morning about half-past eight 
o’clock he went to G. M. Davis’s stable, on 
Mulberry street, several blocks from the Brown 
house, and hired a horse and buggy, 
telling Mr. Davis he desired to take Miss 
Maggie McCrary, of East Macon, toa picnic, 
about six miles acros$’ the river. As Mr. Da- 
vis had often seen Adams in Macon, and lis 
appearance was yery respectable, Mr. Davis 
readily hired the team to him, which was 
worth about $230. The next Mr. Davis heard 
of Adams was through a dispatch from Mr. 
West Dent, of Knoxville Crawford 
county, twenty-five miles distant from 
Macon, addressed to Stablemen Chapman 
and Gantt, and received in Macon 
about 5o’clock yesterday afternoon, asking 
them ifa man named B. Adams had boarded 
a large bay hérse with them that morning, as 
he claimed to have done so, and that he (Dent) 
had that dav swapped Adams another horse 
for the bay, and Adams had left town. Mr. 
Chapman showed Mr. G. M. Davis the tele 
gram, and Mr. Davis immediately  rec- 
ognized from the description that it 
was his bay horse that Adams 
had swapped. Mr. Davis then sent to Miss 
McCrary’s to see if she had gone to the pic- 
nic with Adams, and learned that she was 
at home, knew nothing of the picnic, and had 
ho acquaintance whathever with B. Adams. 
Mr. Davis then telegraphed to Mr. Dent that 
Adams was afraud, and had stolen his horse. 

Mr. Davis then engaged Mr. Sam 
Cook to go in pursuit of Ad- 
ams, and Mr. Cook left Macon last 
night about half-past nine o'clock, with a 
double team, and reached Kuoxville this 
morning at two o’clock. On his arrival he 
learned that Messrs. Dent and Jim Hollis had 
rone in pursuitof Adams. Some. time later 
Dent and Hollis returned to Knoxville, having 
Adams in custody, the horse and buggy ac- 
companying. 

It seems that Dent and Hollis 
tracked Adams to a farm louse 
in Taylor county, eighteen miles from Knox 
ville, and found that Adams had put up for 
the night and was sound asleep. A male in- 
mate of the house showed to Dent and Hollis 
the room in which Adams was slecping. They 
tapped on the door, and Adams immediately 
jumped up and started to come out of the door, 
when he was encountered by his pursuers. 
He stepped back. and being commanded 
to come out he did sv, but with 
drawn knife and made an attempt to cnt one 
of the men and try and escape in the darkness. 

His pursuers fired upon him, and a pisto! 
bali struck Adams in the face near the nose, 
penetrating through his head and came out 
the back of the neck. The wound is said to 
be a serious one, but, perhaps not fatal, 
Adams was then soon captured and carried 
back to Knoxville. 

Mr. Cook telegraphed to Mr. Davis that 
Adams had been arrested. Cook then recov- 
ered Davis’s horse and buggy, and desired to 
take Adams with him to Macon, but Sheriff 
B. A. Hartley, of Crawford, objected, unless 
Cook had a warrant. The sheriff telegraphed 
to Mr. Davis if he must hold him, and if so to 
send a warrant. Mr. Dayis telegraphed to 
send Adams by the officer and he would have 
the warrant here, or to hold him and he 
would send warrant. Mr. Davis is now wait- 
ing to hear from the sheriff, and it is probable 
that Adams willarrive here in custody ina 
few hours. 

Mr. Cook reached Macon about two o’clock 
this afternoon. 

Adams told Cook that his real name was 
James L. Brown, of Columbus, and not B. 
Adams, of Brunswick. He admits 
stealing the horse and buggy, and 
says he can give no satisfactory reason 
why he acted so. He Claims to have been 
drinking. Hesays he is a cousin of Messrs. 
George and Bob Lumpkin, of Macon. When 
arrested the door key of room 41 of the Brown 
house was found on his person; also, a picture 
of a child of Mr. Bazemore’s, of Jones county.

Mr. J. A B. Stewart Getting ipa Syndicate 
—~He Heads the List With $70,000—The 
Scheme Explained. 


Another proposition 
Georgia Improvement company. 

Aud this time it comes from Conyers. 

Mr. J. A. B, Stuart, of Conyers, who has a 
cousiderabie holding of the Georgia Improve- 
ment company stock, was in the city yester- 
day to inaugurate a movement for the relief of 
the company.

‘‘A number of genticuen interested in the 
Atlanta and Florida railroad are w:iling to 
combine themselves into a syndicate for the 
purpose of raising the *600,000 necessary to 
pay off the present indebtedness and secure 
terminal facilities in this city. 

“The securities that the Georgia Improve- 
ment company have now hypothecated for a 
debt of 2550,000 are $1,570,000 of bonds, or an 
issue of $15,000 per mile on the road so far as 
completed, adistance of 105 miles, from At. 
lantato Fort Valiey. The present shape of 
their affairs is such that they are not in a posi- 
tion to await the natural outcome of so import- 
anta line as they have already constructed. 
The line of the Atlanta and Florida railroad 
parallels, from Atlanta to Macon, the Georgia 
Central, that which is capitalized at more than 
$50,000 per mile and is paying an interest of 
six per cent on that capitalization. 

“Southern connections and Atlanta terminal 
facilities only are necessary to make this road 
approximately as paying property as_ part of 
the Central, which it parallels.
